Grading 


UNC or Uncirculated: Metal tokens should be brilliant with no evidence 
of handling. There should be no carbon or oxidation spots. Copper and 
brass pieces can be toned evenly over the piece, nat blotchy. There can 
be no fingerprints. 


Fiber and cardboard pieces should be crisp and have no shiny spots on 
the high points. Cardboard edges should be crisp, sharp and mot bent. 
Fieces with a glassy or semi-gloss finish should have no hairline 
marks. 


Glossy plastic tokens will be brilliant overall and the edge mold 
extrusions will show no signs of having been handied. Semi-gloss 
plastic pieces should be examined closely for hairlines on the rims. If 
the collector has any doubts about a token meeting these standards, 
then it should be graded as EF. 


EF or Extra Fine: Metal pieces should generally be brilliant But may 
have fingerprints, tiny carbon or oxidation spots, light handling marks 
on the highest points”) and mild toning not necessarily evenly 
distributed. 


Fiber and cardboard pieces may have small shiny spots on the highest 
areas and edges. On those with a gloss or semi-gloss finish there may 
be hairline scratches. Edges may begin to "fuzz" and corners may be 
slightly bent. On plastic pieces fine hairlines are visible under a 
glass, especially on the rims. 


VF or Very Fine: Wear is evident on these pieces although there should 
still be areas of lustre. Fiber and cardboard pieces will have 
noticeable shiny or dirty spots on the high areas, but the overall 
color of the pieces will not be affected. Carboard pieces will be 
somewhat dirty and rectanqular tokens may be a bit dog-eared. Edges 
will have noticeably "fuzzed." Rims may be slightly dirty on plastic 
tokens. 


Most tax tokens, unless they are among the scarce, will be worth only 
pennies if they are in grades lower than the above.
